GENUINE  DEBATE  ON  THE  FUNDAMENTAL  ISSUES  THAT  FACE  THIS  COUNTRY.   THEY 
WANT  TO  TALK  ABOUT  QUOTAS  AND  ABOUT  CUTTING  OFF  SCHOLARSHIPS  TO  MINORITY 
STUDENTS. 


MY  FRIENDS.  WE  MUST  NOT  ALLOW  AMERICAN  POLITICS  AND  GOVERNMENT—AND 
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EVEN  MORE  PERILOUSLY.  OUR  PRACTICE  OF  DEMOCRACY  AND  OUR  VERY  FUTURE 
ITSELF— TO  BECOME  JUST  ANOTHER  GAME  IN  THE  ELECTRONIC  ARCADE  OF  SLOGANS 
AND  TEN-SECOND  SOUND  BITES.  AND  I'M  COUNTING  ON  YOU  TO  MAKE  SURE  IT 
DOESN'T  HAPPEN. 


KITTY  AND  I  LEAVE  FOR  HAWAII  ON  JANUARY  8.  WE  EXPECT  TO  BE  MET  BY 
350.000  WILDLY  ENTHUSIASTIC  GREEK-AUSTRALIANS  WHEN  WE  ARRIVE  IN  MELBOURNE 
ON  JANUARY  30.   WE'LL  BE  BACK  IN  HAWAII  ON  MARCH  6  AND  BACK  HOME  ABOUT 
THE  MIDDLE  OF  MAY. 


WE'LL  BE  THINKING  OF  YOU  AS  WE  SOAK  UP  THE  PACIFIC  SUN.  AND  BY  THE 
WAY.  I'M  LEAVING  SWEDISH  LAND  USE  PLANNING  AT  HOME.  AND  WE'LL  BE  ANXIOUS 
TO  CONTINUE  TO  MAKE  A  CONTRIBUTION  TO  OUR  STATE  AND  TO  OUR  COUNTRY  IN 
WHATEVER  WAY  SEEMS  BEST  WHEN  WE  RETURN.

TO  OUR  COUNTRY.  WE  OWE  YOU  SO  MUCH  AND  WE  ARE  Y£RY  GRATEFUL. 
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BACK  IN  1938,  AN  EVENT  TOOK  PLACE  IN  YANKEE  STADIUM  WHICH  TODAY  IS 
RECOGNIZED  AS  ONE  OF  THE  GREAT  MOMENTS  IN  SPORTS  HISTORY. 


LOU  GEHRIG.  ONE  OF  THE  GREATEST  PLAYERS  EVER  TO  PLAY  THE  GAME  OF 
BASEBALL,  HAD  BEEN  FORCED  TO  LEAVE  THE  GAME  HE  LOVED  BECAUSE  OF  AN 
ILLNESS  THAT  WOULD  SOON  TAKE  HIS  LIFE.  AND  HE  HAD  BEEN  FORCED  TO  QUIT 
AFTER  PLAYING  IN  2130  CONSECUTIVE  GAMES,  A  RECORD  THAT  HAS  NEVER  BEEN  AND 
PROBABLY  NEVER  WILL  BE  EQUALLED. 


THERE  HE  WAS— IN  FRONT  OF  ALL  THOSE  FANS.  SURROUNDED  BY  HIS 
TEAMMATES,  PAST  AND  PRESENT-FORCED  TO  QUIT  BY  A  DISEASE  THAT  MADE  IT 
IMPOSSIBLE  FOR  HIM  TO  HIT  A  BALL  OR  FIELD  A  GROUNDER  AT  FIRST  BASE.
